F rye is a strong annexer, and he 
Mid th at If the treaty were not ratified 
In less th an one year the islands would 
be under the protection of Great Britain. 
This was met with cries of “no.” Much 
confusion followed. He asked the guests 
to exercise their Influence with the sen­ 
ate to have the treay ratified.

were cheers and cries of “no” as well. 
D uring all of Senator F ry e’s references 
to H aw aii there were several 
“noes” 
yelled out when he referred to a treaty.

Fur thu puriK>so <»f 
retaining ni'ji.st air about the plant 
Wardian ca.^e.s or ferneries aro often 
u.sed with good success or a glass bel 
placed iiver the plant part of the time 
It is well tu bear in mind alh'o that 
ferns, with the exception of the liardy 
urilaud sorts, grow in moist, shadei 
places. It is therefore essential that 
they never dry out and that they bv 
kept in partial shade. It is not wise 
however, to soak tho plants daily 
whether needetl or not. When new 
fronds aro unfurling, avoid placing the 
plant in a position where it will bo ox 
posed to the full power of tho sunlight 
as it will sometimes burn or blast tko 
tender young Iroads.— Woman’s Homo 
Companion.
